Recently Colin has taken the Outer 
Limits part of his show one step 
further by compiling an album on 
Kickin' Records called 'Outer Limits’, 
that will be out shortly. It features 
tracks by Carl Craig, Lines Alba and 
Florence to name but a few that 
range from 1988 to the present 
day. This should surely help in 
educating people about the roots of 
Techno. 


These days, in the world of DJ-ing, 
you have to find something that not 
many people play, so that you stand 
out for being different. This is what 
Colin Dale does, playing music that 
he likes, but copying no-one. He's 
seen people standing by the decks 
with a piece of paper and a pen 
writing down every track he plays so 
that they can go home and mix the 
same records in exactly the same 
order. 


Also Colin plans to set up his own 
label shortly called Abstract Dance, 
named after the first half of his show 
on Kiss F,M. Besides releasing 
quality Techno he will also be 
concentrating on pure House tracks, 
sent into his show on demo tape. 


The advice he has for these people is 
to develop their own style or they 
just won't make it. Having the mixing 
ability isnt that hard, but to choose 
the records and to know what to put 
on next to keep the crowd going is a 
lot more difficult. 
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'People are willing to be 

educated A lot of people 

have got into the music 
through Trance and then 

they realise that there is a 

lot more they can get into, 
ttry to cater for this in the 
Outer Limits, where I have 
scope to play anything. 

There are many people 
who like Detroit Techno out 
there, but the DJ's under¬ 
estimate the audience they 
play to, thinking that they 
won't like it. They should 
try and pi ay it and see if 
they are into it, because 
usually they do like it".
